Mr Wallace's friends say that the 
primary motive of his political 
thinking is to prevent the drift -to 
war which he- feels {s inevitable {f 
President Truman remains in officc 
and continues his present policy 
towards Russia.

This refers to general commercial 
provisions, not to tariff reductions. 
Argentina has proposed amending 
this article to provide that its ex- 
tension of favours must be “on ao 
reciprocal ond mutually adyan- 
tugeous basis.” The United States 
contends that .the most-favoured- 
nation artitle is the core of the 
charter, and that international trade 
can be fostered only by a gencral
